1. New BID Establishment 
Update 

As discussed in the July meeting, the white area 
on the Downtown BID map between SP and the 
Fashion District does not have a BID. Many of the 
property owners in that area are interested in 
becoming part of South Park. There is a plan in 
place for those property owners to join together as 
a steering committee to create their own BID. This 
BID could sunset at the same as South Park, when 
both BIDs could be reestablished together. 
Meetings have started with consultant Tara Devine, 
and have gone very positively. South Park BID 
cannot financially fund the effort, but the property 
owners in the new area are pooling funds to start 
the feasibility study. Council District 14 and City 
Clerk’s office are in favor. 

Jessica proposes to our Board that they continue 
to allow Jessica and Amanda to spend up to 15% 
of our time helping in this effort provided the 
funds are secured. 

Also, will be proposing South Park Stakeholders 
Group be the manager of the other BID’S bank 
account.

2. CA Downtown Association 
Lobbying Effort 

Board received an email from Kerry Morrison of 
Hollywood Alliance BID. CDA is the state-wide 
organization for BIDs. LA is unique because CA 
and LA both have ordinances relating to BIDs. 

BIDs have recently been having trouble with the 
issues relating to special vs. general benefits, as 
there have been several lawsuits statewide defining 
that some amount of the work BIDs do is general 
benefit. This has resulted in a lot of ambiguity for 
BIDs moving forward, as the city has deemed that

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anything considered general benefits cannot be 
funded by assessment dollars. CDA is proposing 
to hire a lobbyist to fix the general vs. special 
benefits on a state level. They are asking for 1.5% 
of our budget to help with this effort. For us that 
would be $2,500, but we may want to allocate a 
little more in case the effort extends longer. 


3. ULI TAP Update (October 
24 & 25) 

South Park has hired ULI to do a TAP study and 
will be presenting their initial findings on the 
afternoon of Oct 25 th . It will be chaired by Amy 
Bodek of Long Beach. Please RSVP if you plan to 
attend. The final report will be presented on Dec. 
12 at the South Park annual meeting, along with 
the Jones Lang LaSalle report.
